Charley Herr, owned 
by David Cahill of Lexington, Ky., was 
second; Grattan Boy, owned by B. H. 
Pliant of Macon, Georgia, third; Arion, 
ovned by J. Maloom Forbes, fourth; 
Lord Vincent, owned by George F. 
Todd of Tonngstown, Ohio, fifth; Clin- 
ton M., owued by E. W. Marble of 
Wilkinson, Mass., sixth, and Jrpe, 
owned by Thomas W. Lawson, seventh. 
The eighth horse nominated, Idolita, 
owned by Hon. Frank Jones of Porte- 
mouth, N. H,, was withdrawn at the 
last moment, not being deemed fit to 
race. The time was 2 07 1-4, 2:07 1 4. 
2:07 1 4, 2:07 1-2, 2:08 3 4. Fully twen- 
ty five thousand people saw the race. 
So much a favorite was Ort'sceus at tlie 
opening, that the pools were barred 
against him. For two heats, it looked 
ai if that wonderful little trotter, Ohar 
ley Herr, would wrest the honors from 
Qreaceus, but he was not equal to the 
task. Charley Herr's star set in tua 
third heat, when Crescens beat him oul 
At the wire.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 27,-Strikpts have 


continued to make gains in the antbruX'lte 
region. Some mines are open in the Le- 
high and Schuylkill districts, but the col- 
lieries which are in operation have so few 
men that they are unable to mine suffi- 
cient coal to make anything like a good 
showing. 


There haw been a few mines running 


iu the Ilazleton district, including Lattl- 
raor, which the union men believed would 
be idle. 
The MnrUlc mines have been 


dosed pending the determination of the 
men whether they would join in the 
strike or agree to arbitrate under the 
terms of the contract they signed with 
the proprietors. 
. Very little coal has been produced in 
this district and in the Schuylkill section, 
and the leaders of the labor movement 
maintain that there is not enough anthra- 
cite coal on hand to supply the normal de- 
mand for the present week. 


The operators are not in n position to 


continue the conflict for many days, as 
they are in danger of losing their custom- 
ers, with the prospect of never being able 
to rcgui» them. Bituminous coal is being 
brought not only into the anthracite mar- 
ket, 
but into the district which live* sole- 


ly through the production of hard coal. 


Many curs of soft coal have been taken 


to Kcranton,to Wllkesburre and to riuscle- 
ton, the centers of the anthracite indus- 
try. 


The operators realize that if manufac- 


turers in the east adopt soft coal instead 
of hard and change their grates to rtuike 
them suitable it will be difficult if not im- 
possible to regain the trade, ns the bitu- 
minous coal answers every purpose that 
the other does and is very much cheaper. 


MifClicIl Announce* Victory. 


Although the conflict between labor 


and capital has changed in very few par- 
tictjlars within 24 hours, the only gains 
that have been made have been by thi- 
representatives of the labor movement, 
and practically every mine in this neigh- 
borhood ih crippled to the extent that but 
perfunctory work in being done, with o 
very small output of eoirl. 


.John Mitchell, president of the United 


Mine Workers of America, said last 
night: 


•'Affairs have reached n crisis, and I

They may go 
on an they arc now doing, but they can- 
not supply the demand for anthracite 
conl, and the surrender must come within 
a few days.

The (juantlty of coul now being 
produced is Insignificant in comparison 
with the demand, and the operators who 
are milking a pretense of keeping open 
are doing so in the face of a conviction 
thut there must of.necessity be U Ions.

product is comparatively small and the 
total number of men employed Is less 
than 3,000."

NEVER PAY CASH. 


Advice cf a Business Man Who Believes 


In Buying on Ciedit. 


"Never pay oath for anything if you 


want to get commercial rating," Mild u 
business man tho other day. "Get goods 
on credit, even when able to pay spot cash 
for them, and pay tho bill with prompt 
ness when it becomes due. If you do this 
long enough, you will probably get the 
reputation of possessing ull tho money you 
have got trusted for, and, at any rate, will 
bo known in business circles where you 
wouldn't bo named if you always paid 
cash. A man who pays cash for every- 
thing is supposed to be doing business on 
small capital, while a man who gets 
things on credit, or, what is better still, 
pays for them in notes, ia generally be- 
lieved to bo operating on such u lurgu 
scale that ho has no ready money to spare 
for small deals. 


"As for getting credit, it is tho first step 


that costs, of course, but a man can bogiu 
by referring people to his landlord and thu 
tradesmen with whom ho deals if ho can 
do no better. 
If he has no accounts any 


where, he must set about having thorn. 
Get trust for small amounts and you wll 
in time get trusted for larger ones. Tlu 
first requisite to wealth is not mouoy, but 
credit. Get credit nnd you will do busi 
ness amounting to an indefinite number 
of times your capital. 


"Without diluting further on tbo ad 


vantages of credit, let me give you an il 
lustration of the disadvantages of doing 
business on u cash basis. 
A country mcr 


chant I knew who had alwuys paid cash 
for everything he bought, and did u cor 
respondingly small business, dotermiuet 
finally to enlarge his trade, and to do this 
required the credit he had never befori 
asked for. When lie came to town am 
asked the men to whom he had alway 
paid cash to let him have goods on time 
they one and ull became suspicious of hin 
and refused. 
The very fact that he had 


always paid cash made them think, when 
he finally asked for credit, that he wasn' 
a safe man to trust. Moral.—Never pay 
cash for anything if you would avoid sns 
ploion."—New York Sun.

The tip of the tongue possesses the 


most perfect sense of touch. The finest 
hair is felt upon its surface, and even 
when fingers fail to ascertain the quali- 
ties ot ceitain bodies, contact with the 
topgue immediately recognizes them. The 
telative sensibility of various parts of the 
body is best measured by means of a pair 
ot compabses. the points of which are 
tipped vitk cork. 


The tip of the tongue can distinguish 


two distinct impressions wtoen the com- 
pass points are only half a line, or the 
twelfth of an inch, apart, the tip of the 
Gtgci \vhen they are one hue apart. 
Otl cr spots vaiy still more widely; this 
.iibtai.ee at the lips is two lines; the tip 
of the no:»c, thiee lines; the cheek, five 
lines; palui of the hand, five lines; fore- 
head, ten lines; back of the hand, 14 
lints, chest, 20 lines; back and thigh, 30 
lints. 


If, lion ever, this experiment is repeat- 


ed with a pair of compasses capable by 
slight pressure o± pricking, it will be 
found that theie is no coricspondmg dif- 
feiencc betxvoen the parts in their sensl 
bil.ty to pain.

York city nnd Very few of those who 
dally rido back and forth on tbo ferries 
havo any idea of the topography of tho 
bottom of tho rivers and bay.

"Month- 
ly money" day comes around, and the in- 
tending deserter draws all the money he 
has earned except the month's pay re- 
tained. 


Then comes \he day upon which he is 


entitled to go ashore. Ho goes and sim- 
ply f 01 gets to como back. 
Tbo officer of 


his division reports him absent without 
leave for ton days, and every time be docs 
so there is u gonura! grin along tbo linos 
of men forward assembled ut quarters, 
and then ho is murkod on tbo ship's lug 
as a deserter. If the deserter evor gives 
himself up, he may have to serve from one 
to three years at tbo linval prison at Mure 
Island or at Boston, but ho is not hunted. 


A soldier in tbo army goes about tho 


business of desertion with great caro, com- 
plaisance and circumspection. A soldier 
docs not often have much money when ho 
makes bis escape, for bis puy is small, and 
tho money consuming canteen isnovor far 
from tho quarters. 
As often us not ho 


will leave all of the truck In his nhest bo» 
bind, for there is nobody answering to tho 
character of tho bumboat man to help him 
in getting away. IIo will always wait for 
pny day, so as to have a few dollars for 
immediate expenses. Then bo quietly 
walks to tho railroad station and puts as 
many miles between himself and the post 
he lias quit as his money will carry him. 
By tbo timo ho has reached tho station his 
bunkles have swooped down upon h^s 
chost and looted it of everything of \nlue, 
for tho dosertor bus told them of his inten- 
tion to go and has left explicit directions 
as to tho distribution of his gear. Ho does 
not hand it around before going, bocuuso 
by doing so he might excito tho suspicion 
of the first sergeant, who generally bos n 
koon oj o in such matters.

That is nil tbo satisfaction 
a first sergeant ever gets in such cusos. 


Not many years ago n recruit at Davids 


Island (no^v Fort Slocum), N. Y., re- 
ceived word that his mother was dying In 
a little town in New Jersey. Ho showed 
the captain of bis company tho letter and 
asked for leave of absence long enough to 
go to his mother's bedsido. The cnptain, 
who feared that tho telegram was bogus, 
declined to let tho recruit go. The recruit 
appealed to tho commanding officer, who 
refused to let bim go on the same ground. 
So in the middle of winter tbo recruit 
ewaru the heavy tido that runs between 
Davids Island and Now Roc-belle and 
made bis way to the bedsido of bis mother 
in time to close her eyes. She bad hardly 
died before a squad ot soldiers from Davidd 
Island came to the house after the deserter. 
The recruit emptied two charges of buck- 
shot into tho squad, fortunately killing 
none of them, but he was taken. The 
young man's punishment -was light. 


Until about six: years ago the military 


authorities paid $60 for the apprehension 
of a deserter. As a result of this system 
there arose in tho immediate vicinity of 
large military posts a class of men known 
in tho army vernacular ns ''hounds," 
clothed with tbe rights of special officers, 
•who made a business of apprehending army 
deserters for tbe $60 reward. 
Those men 


very rarely failed to gather in their prey, 
even if they very often succeeded in doing 
so only at tbo price of broken heads or 
•worse injuries. They gained not only the 
hatred of the enlisted men, but of tho offi 
cers as •well, for upon evory deserter 
brought in a general court martial bad to 
be bold, and tbe in en with tho sbouldui 
straps, who ore almost a unit in despising 
general court martial duty, foand tba 
they were compelled to bo almost con 
stniitly arrayed in their full dress clothes 
as members of courts and wore loadoc 
down with work besides. It -was with 
these considerations in mind that tbo war 
department reduced tho blood money fqr 
the. capture of deserters to $10, tbo.preson 
figure. — Washington Star

nised on the population of large cities 
which have been announced to the pres- 
ent time, which demonstrate that the 155 
argest cities iu the United States numer* 
cally increased in population from 1890 
o 1000 almost exactly as they did be- 
tween 1880 and 1890. 
Those 155 cities 


nci eased their population 4,70(i,107 from 
880 to 1890 and 4.2C7,5!)3 from IS'JO to 
1000, or just 78,154 less during the latter 
:han in the former period. Of course 
when the aggregate poicentagcs of in- 
crease of the population of those 153 
cities during tin-be two periods are com- 
pared they show that the percentage was 
consiilcrablj lower hi the- last ten years 
jecaut-c the increase is compared with a 
arjrer population in 1000 than it was in 
1890.

Tuko Difl'urunt Attitudes. 


""I had tho good fortune or tho bad, just 


ns you choose to view it, to visit n battle- 
field in Cuba the day after a fight, and I 
observed some curious things about tho 
effects of death wounds on men which"! 
have never seen mentioned in the books," 
said J. S. McSorley of New Orleans. 


"It was in Pinur de.1 Kio province, and 


tho insurgents had put to flight a large 
body of Weylor's troops nftor n short but 
sanguinary conflict. 
Seventf an boyish 


looking soldlors were soatterod over tho 
blood soaked ground. None, of them had 
been machotcd. Tho bullets of tho patriots 
had laid them low. 
Some, of them \\ ore- 


shot almost to pieces, though n fow bad 
only one or two wounds. 


"Those who were shot through tho heart 


bad doubled up like jackknhcs, tbosu viha 
died from intestinal wounds were Etretched 
out in a natural position on their bucks 
and the poor fellows who received bullets 
Iu their forehead? wore lying on their bucks 
with the right arm extended above tho 
head and tho left arm resting naturally by 
the, Bido as In sleep. There \voro five who 
bad died from this wound, and every one 
of them was in tho «i»io position. 
Tho 


uniformity of their positions wiis so marked 
that I called tho attention of n surgeon to 
it who hud accompanied mo to tho field. 
Ho suid that he bad observed the peouliw- 
ity frequently before on other fluids, but 
was unable to account for it. I hnvo asked 
old soldiers in this country It they had 
ever noticed similar positions assumed by 
comrades killed in battle by n shot in tbo 
forehead, and tho invariable answer was 
that they had. It would seem that if tho 
shock of the bullot would send tho right 
arm above tho head, as I hnvo described, 
tbo left arm would also be extended in tho 
same way, but in all such cases tho lelt 
arm is stretched at full length by tho side, 
with tho flngors of that hand open and tho 
lingers of tho right hand closed, na if clutch- 
ing desperately nt something."—St. Louis

Hard to Find. 


.Every graduate of tbe New York med- 


ical schools would bo glad to hold for tha 
first IS months of bis professional 'life it 
post on tbe stuff of u metropolitan hospi- 
tal. Forhups one graduate in 80 obtains 
Eiioh un appointment. So valuable to a 
physician or surgeon is hospital practice 
in New York that graduates in medicine 
from all tbe region round flock to the an- 
nual examinations of tho hospitals. If the 
staff vacancies are to bo filled, 20, SO, 50 
young men present themselves for exami- 
nation. Graduates of the Harvard Medical 
school come over to these examinations, 
partly because there is a wider experience 
to be hnd here than in Boston, partly per- 
haps because n young man going upon tbe 
stuff of a Boston hospital must come not 
as a graduate in medicine with the diplo- 
ma ot M. D., but as a sort of house pupil 
or apprentice in medicine. 


All physicians and surgeons to tbe New 


York hospitals, save tbe patbologlsts, serve 
without pay. 
Nowly graduated doctors, 


men from 28 to near 30 years of ago, have 
appointments for about IS months. Con- 
sulting surgeons, always skilled nnd often 
highly distinguished, ore glad to servo 
without pay for two 'years together, be- 
cause it is hero that experience is gained 
and reputations nro made, A visiting 
surgeon may see 10,000 or 13,000 eases in 
n single year, such a number as not the 
busiest surgeon could see in private practice 
during a like season. 


Junior, senior, bouse—that is tbo order 


of promotion in tbo hospital sor\ Ice for 
both physicians and surgeons. Tbe young 
graduate lias in the natural order of things 
six months in each place. Every hospital 
has from 3 to 20 doctors on its house staff. 
Tbo house surgeon proper has general 
charge of all surgical cases after they have 
been seen by tbo visiting surgeon. The 
same is true of the house physician. The 
junior or senior, as the case muy be, must 
go out with the ambulance when a call 
comes in. The police or private persons 
now and then complain that a man has 
lain 40 or 60 minutes, perhaps two hours, 
awaiting an ambulance after tho call has 
been scut out. 
Most of tho time tho am- 


bulnuco surgeon hns un entirely sound ex- 
cuse for tho delay. Sometimes ho is off in 
another direction on nmbulunoe duty. 
More often perhaps tbo cull finds him aid- 
ing at u surgical operation, and bo must 
reach u stopping placo in that duty and 
change his clothing before ho can go out 
iu response to u cull. 


The hospital surgeon and his friends 


havo a multitude of answers to tho charge 
of 
brutality 
now and 
then brought 


against tbo former. 
"Should you see ino 


at my hospital work," said tho visiting 
surgeon of a famous hospital, "you'd think 
mo rude nnd perhaps brutal. I have In 
two hours to sec from 00 to 00 patients 
with all sorts of injuries from a crushed 
finger to n broken thigh. I must clItignuEO 
rapidly, and should I listen to demands 
for anaesthetics or hood the hundred and 
one other picas of tho patients I should 
never finish my work. 
It is so with tho 


youuK ambulance surgeon kneeling beside 
tho injured man on tho sidewalk. He 
must do what ho bus to do with nil speed 
without stopping to heed the advicu or 
comments of n sympathetic crowd." 


Tender tho hospital surgeon should be, 


but sympathetic ho must not bo. Tho 
sympathetic junior is marked out for fail- 
ure juet as tho sympathetic nurse is 
marked out for dlsmltisal. A surgeon 
never performs an Important operation 
upon a member of his own fnmily. 
Ho 


distrusts his own skill ns a fleeted by sym- 
pathy. 


Hospital Burgeons are among tho hard- 


eat worked men of tholr profession. They 
hnvo no fixed hours of duty and may bo 
called upon for service at any hour of tho 
dny or night. When a hospital has n largo 
staff of medical men, it is possible for tho 
members of tho staff to arrange among 
themselves for days nnd hours off, but tho 
doctors of a small hospital arc often on 
duty night nnd day, and it is ft lucky 
night when the busy junior hns seven 
hours of unbroken sleep. The house sur- 
geon and the senior of a small hospital 
must never be absent at tho same time, 
and an absent bouse physician must never 
bo many hours away without leaving word 
where he may bo found. 


But if the service of tbe New York hos- 


pitals is hard it furnishes the very best 
practical school in medicine, nud especially 
in surgery, to be found anywhere in 
America. At tho end of 18 months' serv-

formed, and perhaps has helped to perform, 
nearly every operation that falls to tho 
duty of an ordinary surgeon in a lifetime, 
and some of such operations bo has seen 
and token part in many tiroes over. Tbo 
cosmopolitan character of tbo city and its 
immense floating population mnke it the 
temporary home of more strange diseases 
than any other city of the continent, «o 
that the hospital physicinn has beneath his 
eyes tbo ailments of the world. 


Considering the great opportunities open 


to the hospital surgeon, laymen often 
wonder whether influence has aught to do 
with appointments to hospital staffs. It 
las and it hns not. 
Examinations are 


rigid nnd fairly conducted, yet the man 
ihat passes tho best technical examination 
is not always the roan that gets the ap- 
lolntrnent. Vet, on tbe other hand, an 
n capable man is seldom or never appoint- 
ed. Tho personal equation always helpa 
to determine an appointment. A candi- 
date's appearance., manner, speech and 
general record at school are taken into con- 
sideration. 
Tho examiners are often tho 


same-men who have instructed tho candi- 
dates in the medical schools, and an ex- 
aminer puts together his knowledge of a 
candidate ns obtained in three or four 
years' contact with him in tbe lecture 
room and at clinics and tbe knowledge of 
him drawn from tbe examination. A stu- 
dent of 'known bad habits, of conspicuous 
defects, will not be appointed to a hospital 
staff, no matter how good bis examina- 
tion. 


It is tho most ambitions students that 


seek appointments to tho hospital skiffs, 
and a man is seldom content to leave a 
New York hospital nnd settle down to 
practice' in a country town. Tho ablest 
hospital surgeons attract the attention of 
visiting missions and others distinguished 
in tbo profession and obtain partnerships 
or promotion of some other kind. Somo j 
settle in New York, and few are content 
with anything loss than a considerable 
city.— flow York Sun.

CHOP CONDITIONS. 


Bains of the Past Ten Days Favora- 


ble for Late Vegetables. 


The rains of the past ten days frare 


greatly improved lato crops. 
Even in 


those localities where the rains were 
lightest the moisture was sufficient to 
greatly revive vegetation not yet ma- 
tured, farmers are now plowing and 
preparing for fall seeding. 
The past 


season has not been favorable for agri- 
culture. The spring was late and great- 
ly delayed plowing and planting. 
The 


hay crop was much reduced by the ear- 
ly drought and pastures have been ex- 
tremely poor during the entire season. 
Che late dry weather has caused corn, 
buckwheat, potatoes and beans to ripen 
prematurely, thus curtailing the yield. 
Early potatoes were very inferior 
Corn, though much stunted in thedrif.; 
districts, will be an average crop. 
Buckwheat will be light, while beans 
and onions are medium. 
The frtrit 


crop has been satisfactory, though the 
apple yield has been largely reduced by 
high winds. Until last week apples 
promised to be abundant, but the out- 
look now is for less than the norma 
yield. 


The rains have 
greatly 
benefited 


meadows. Owing to the lateness of the 
season and the poor condition of pas- 
tures, but little good can result to 
them. 


Nearly all silos have been filled- 


Corn wus slightly damaged in northern 
New England by the frosts of the week. 
Buckwheat is reported to be a fair crop 
in Vermont; elsewhere it is poor. 


Peaches are excellent in Rhode Is- 


land and portions of 
Connecticut. 


Grapes are everywhere plentiful, though 
ripening unevenly. 


The onion crop is good. Cabbage is 


reported to be poor in Maine, but cor- 
respondents from other states report 
that the crop is excellent. Turnips and 
pumpkins will be small. Celery on low 
ground is doing well.
